Lei Pork Tenderloin 
Help Solve “What 
To Cook?" Problem 


It’* food magic, says the family! 
it** two k tenderloin, says the home* 
maker* 
And according to well­ 
known final expert Behn Staggs. 
this long, tapering pork muscle 
may be either left nitrile and roast 
od or braised or Im* cut Into indi­ 
vidual servings or Frenched (cut 
erns* wise into two-tneh slices and 
flattened) and braised or slowly 
imnfrted. 
Whole pork tenderloin filled with 
a well-seasoned stuffing Is simply 
prepared by slitting the muscle 
nearly through lengthwise, then 
opening it out flat and spreading 
with the Muffing.-. Or two tender­ 
loins flattened out may lie placed 
one ort top of tin* other With stuff­ 
ing In between snd skewered or 
sewed around the edges. 
Either 
way. stuffed tenderloin is placed on 
a rack lu an open roasting pan nnd 
slowly cooked In a moderate oven 
13at» degrees K.} until well done. 
Frenched pork tenderloin slices 
are temptingly prepared In a cream 
sauce following the braising pro­ 
cess. The slices are browned In hot 
lard or drippings, then seasoned 
With snit and pepper, One cup of 
Croom is added, tin* frying-pan (ov­ 
ered and the meat allowed to cook 
slowly for ubout (a minutes or un­ 
til the neat is well done. The Gl­ 
im m are removed to a hot platter, 
tie cream thickened with flour and 
the gravy brought to a bidi for three 
to five minutes. The gravy Is serv­ 
ed over the meat. 
For tis ti frying, the tenderloin 
slice* are dredged with flour and 
browned on Imth sides In hot lard. 
T he meat Is seasoned, then cooked 
in a moderate temperature until 
dom*, turning occasionally. About 
t i to 
lf* minutes cooking time 
should be allowed.

Scrambled hair may be casual, but 
ti dost not bring o girl any beauti 
prises.
